Field Director Andrew Drew, caution­ 
ing flyers against the puffy wind. 
Peck thought the speed of

! through the gusts and puffs of wind 
that made capsizing appear likely 
to 
the aviator who should dare the air. 
Glenn L, Martin of Los Angeles took 
his extra-powered speed machine

Peck, believing bis craft as speedy 
as Martin’s, followed the
